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ORDINANCE NO. 920 

. , AN ORDINANCE ADOPTING A SPECIFIC PLAN FOR 
. NORTH STOCKTON STREET BETWEEN TURNER 

ROAD -AND LAYRENCE AVENUE, AND AMENDING 
ORDINANCE VO. 601, 

The  City Council of the City of Lodi  does ordain  as follows: 

Section 1. Authority. Pursuan t  to  the  provisions of Chapter 3 

(commencing a t  Section 65450) of Ti t le  7 of the Government Code of the 

Sta te  of California and pursuant to that  ce r t a in  General  Plan,  a s  amended, for 

the City of Lodi adopted by City Council Resolution No. 1885 on October 5, 1955, 

a Specific P l a n  f o r  North Stockton S t r e e t  between Turner  Road and Lawrence  

Avenue is he reby  adopted. 

The Specific P l a n  adopted hereby includes the regulations p resc r ibed  

by this Ordinance and includes a ce r t a in  drawing attached to this Ordinance and 

m a r k e d  "Exhibit A" and by this r e fe rence  made  a p a r t  of this Ordinance. 

Section 2. Purpose .  I t  is hereby declared that  this Specific P l a n  

is adapted to provide for  and protect  the health,  safety,  convenience and 

welfare  of the c i t izens  of the City of Lodi. 

Section 3 .  Descriptibn. "Exhibit A" displays the P lan  view of 

North Stockton S t r e e t  between T u r n e r  Road and Lawrence Avenue. 

Section 4. Regulations. The min imum front  yard o r  s t r e e t  s ide  

ya rd  required f o r  buildings o r  s t ruc tu res  by Section 27 of the Lodi Municipal 

Code (Zoning Ordinance) a s  amended, shal l  be  measured  f r o m  the future  

right-of-way l ine  as depicted on Exhibit A. 

Section 5. Violation. Any pe r son  whether as principal,. agent,  

employee o r  o therwise  violating o r  causing o r  permitt ing ol! ass is t ing in any 

use  of land i*&hich is in  violation of the provisions of this Ordinance shal l  b e  
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guilty of a misdemeanor ,  and upon conviction thereof, shall  be punished 

by a fine of not m o r e  than five hundred dol lars  ($500) or by imprisonment 

in the County Jail for a t e r m  of not m o r e  than six (6) months or by both such 

fine and imprisonment. 

Section 6. All ordinances and par ts  of ordinances in conflict 

herewith a r e  hereby repealed insofar as such conflict may exist. 

Section 7. This Ordinance shal l  be  published one time in the "Lodi 

News Sentinel, a daily newspaper of general  circulation printed and published
